THE STOBM THAT WEBSTER MADE 


4N INCIDENT IN T.UE UNIT* D STATES SE^- 


ATE TIIlRn'-SiX YEAR? AGO 


[From a Lecture lip the Hon J(}hn Wentwortb ] 


Mr. Webstei won my lasting gratitude 


by bis assistance in the passage of the 
River and Harbor bill, in 18iO. Tbe bill 
had passed the Housle and been relerreTJ 
to the Compiittee on Commerce, a majority 
of whom were of the "strict construction" 
school, believing tuatj Congress could im- 
prove a natural harbor, but could not 
make one. I went before the committee 
to defend the appropriation for a harbor at 
Little Fort, now called Waukegan. X found 
I had no friends thera but Senator Rever- 
dy Johnson, of Maryland. The commit- 
tee recommended thftt Lhe appropriation 
be struck out. Senator John A. Dix, of 
New "iork, led the opposition 
He had 


bten a graduate of Weft Point, was la 
good engineer, had brought the map of 
survey into the benste, and was hiving 
great influence against It 
I was seated in 


the lobby dinitly btblnd Col Ihomas H 
Benton, aod Webster was upon his usu.il 
walk 
He gave me a nod ot recognition 


and passed on

Webster observed that he could add Noth- 
ing to the concluhlve argument of the Sen- 
ator from New York in favor ot the ap- 
propriation. He thought he had satisfied 
all tbe Senators that there was LO harbor 
at the place, and so tie House must have 
thought when it mads the appropriation to 
construct one there,. Upon wha- did the 
benator from New York fonnd his doc- 
enne that, when Qod created tbe world, or 
tvea Lake Michigan, He left nothing for 
man to do9 lhe curoe pronounced upon 
our first parent* to- their transgression 
was In entire conflict with any such doc- 
trine. He did nqt believe that Lhe Consti- 
tijtion of the Un®d States waa such a nar- 
rowly contractedftastrument that it would 
not permit the construction of tae harbor 


in red, with blue trimmings, 


which on temg removed revealed tbe king 
of stallions In his perfection, j The grace 
and beauty of, his outline shows him to be 
a natural born trotter, anjd explains why 
he was able to make his great record of 
2 15i a- Hartford, Conn , August 31,1876, 
a record whica haa stood unapjioached by 
any stallion for five years.
